President was sinking rapidly, but

Soon after 8:30 o'clock the physicians 
were convinced he had only a brief 
period to live, and the few persons in 
the room were asked to retire. Mrs. 
McKinley was left alone with the man 
whose life to her was more than all 
else in the world. 


Secretary Cortelyou, the

Kinley remained in the room and at 
9:05 had been with him for some time. 
The friends were tearfully waiting 
the end. and at 9:30 o'clock the an- 
nouncement was officially made that 
tbe President could live only a little 
while. They had forgotten time, and 
no word was said except that, at any 
moment the end might come. 


Silence followed the announcement, 


and for almost an hour they waited. 
Word hud come tbat the Piesident 
was unconscious, aud at times at- 
tempted to rise up as thouerb in pain. 
At 9:45 the pulse was flickering, and 
tbe last, spark of hope went slowly out 
with tbe life they had all believel 
would be saved co his country.

Outside Milburn house tbe tension 


was asgreat as that within the ivy 
covered walls. Rev. C. B. Wilson, for- 
mer pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church of Canton but now pastor of 
the First church of Tonawanda, left 
the residence at 9:15 o'clock and told 
what the people already knew, and 
that Mrs. McKinley was bearing up 
well. 


Senator Cbauncey Depew was the 


next to leave the house. It was 9:55 
when he came out and tears streamed 


mediately he lapsed into semi-con 
cioussess. Words from bis favorite 
hymn, "Nearer My God to Thee,'' 
were heard to come from his iips, and 
the watchers felt they were the last 
be woul 3 ever utter. 


Mrs. McKinley left the room at 


10:22 o'clock, and the dyinjr man was 
alone with his physicians and tbe 
nurses. The statement was officially 
made tbat bis pulse had not changed 
in an hour and would not likely 
change for another hour. He was suf- 
fering. 


Again d U Doctor Mann give out 


the information. "The President 
may live an hour," be said at 10:40 
o'clock, nut hope was dead in the 
breasts of the watchers. 


Throughout the evening oxygen had 


been administered to the President, 
but it was discontinued before the 
President lost consciousness. 


Tbe excitement in the city was in- 


tense, but at Miiburn bouse all was 
quiet during the hours. Doctor Mann 
made a statement at 11:10 o'clock to 
the effect that the President's pulse 
had almost ceased beating. It was

The precinct station where Czol&OK 
was confined was the magnet that 
drew rich and pour, old and young, 
and they were consumed with but one 
desire- They would have tbe assas- 
sin's life. 


The authorities were prompt to 


meet tbe situation. All the mounted 
police were hurried to the station.and 
guards were thrown out keeping the 
crowd back.

I* the Prttatrt Pension Sy*tc** toy MM 


Grand Army ResalMttMM. 


Cleveland. Sept. 13.—Tbe majority 


report of Grand Artar pension com- 
mittee severely criticises present pen- 
sion sjstem as much, if not more, 
than it does the commissioner. It acts 
forth that toe system is wrong in that 
the interests of pensioners are entire- 
ly in the hands of one man. A pen- 
sioner has no appointment in the bu- 
reau and can not take his case into 
court 
The establishment of a court 


of appeals is advocated. The griev- 
ances of the veterans in relation to 
the pension system are earefu!ly word- 
ed so as to avoid the impugiiation of 
critic-ism against the administration. 
an-I placed in interrogative rather 
than assertive form. The minority 
report states that it is openly charged 
that the pension roll, far from being 
a roll of houur. is saturaud wi:h 
fraud, and contains thousands and 
thousands of names not entitled to the 
bounty of the government, and recom- 
mends that the president be petitioned, 
"now 
that the term of office of the 


present commissioner has expired. *.o 
appoint a successor of known integ- 
rity, capacity and fidelity, who will J 
faithfully execute the dues of the of- | 
Cce in obedience to the laws of COB* 
gress." 


Admiral Hewison Disqualified. 


•Washington. Sc-pt. 3.—Within three 


hours from the time of convening ths 
Schley court of inquiry it was an- 
nounced that Rear Admiral Howison 
was disqualified from serving as a 
member of the court, and was excused 
from further duty. This brought pro- 
ceedings to an abrupt termination 
and caused a temporary adjournment 
of the court in order to permit the 
navy department to designate an offi- 
cer to succeed 
Admiral Howison. 


When the decision was announced 
there was a buzz of animated com- 
ment and Admiral- Schley exchanged 
looks of satisfaction with his counsel. 
Admiral Dewey then at once closed 
the proceedings of the day by an- 
nouncing that the court would indefi- 
nitely until the navy department had 
named an officer to succeed Admiral 
Howison. No further session of the 
court is probable until the early part 
of next week. The point scored against 
Admiral Howison was that in general 
private conversations he commented 
adversely on Schley. 


Ecuador Neutral. 


Washington. Sept. 13.—The Colom- 


bian legation received a long cable- 
gram from the state department at 
Bogota, the Colombian capital, report- 
ing that everything was quiet there 
and announcing a lack of authentic 
news regarding the bombardment of 
Rio Hachu by the Venezuelan fleet.

all had extras announcing the presi- 
dent's relapse, on the streets at day- 
light. One paper announced that the 
president was ,dying_ The result was 
that the whole city was thoroughly 
aroused and alarmed early and before 
7 o'clock crowds of p-_ople flocked in 
the direction of the Milburn residence 
to learn if the latest news was not 
more reassuring. They stood at the 
ropes 
far 
down the 
intersecting 


streets and -waited patiently for the 
appearance of the morning bulletin. 


When the sulking spell occurred it 


was feared Mr. McKinley might ex- 
pire at any moment, as he did not re- 
spond to ordinary stimulants. It was 
only when recourse was had to the 
desperate resource of injecting saline 
solution, which save Mrs. McKinley's 
life in San Francisco, into his veins 
that the circulation grew stronger and 
after an hour he rallied somewhat. 
His pulse at one time was about 140 
But the slight rally came, and with it 
returning hope. With the fresh ener 
gies of daylight the president appear- 
ed perceptibly stronger, and the pulse 
fell several points from the highest. 


The first physician to arrive for the 


morning consultation was Dr. Wasdin 
at 8:15. Dr. Mann came two minutes 
later. Dr. Mynter arrived at 8:23. "I 
saw the president at 5 o'clock." said 
he." his condition was then 
very 


grave." After he entered the house, 
Abner McKinley, Dr. Baer, the pres- 
ident's nephew by marriage, and Mr. 
Milburn came out of the house and 
stood in conversation 
on the lawn. 


While they were talking together 
Colonel W. C. Brown of Xew York and 
Lieutenant McKinley came out of the 
house and after a hurried conference 
with Abner McKinley. they hastened 
to the Lenox, the hotel at which Mrs. 
Abner McKinley and Secretaries Wil- 
son a»d Hitchcock are stopping. 


Dr. Park did not reach the house

from the residence. Drs. Mann and 
Mynter came away together.

I should be more 
hopeful if the day were passed and'it 
bad shown some improvement in his 
condition." 


Dr. Mynter*s remarks left the in- 


ference that the crisis might be pro- 
longed. 


First Morning Bulletin. 


The official bulletin issued by the 


physicians at 9 a. m. read as follows: 
"The president's condition has some- 
what improved during the past few 
hours. There is a better response to 
stimulation. He is conscious and free 
from pain. Pulse 128. temperature 99.S. 


The bulletin was slightly reassur- 


ing, but his pulse was up to 128 and 
the conviction grew that it was al- 
most a forlorn hope. It was learned 
that the physicians had decided that 
it would not be well for Mrs. McKin- 
ley to enter the sick room, both on 
account of her feeble health and the 
excitement it might cause the presi- 
dent. So far as can be learned. Mrs. 
McKinley had not been informed up to 
10 o'clock of the grave condition of 
her husband. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock the intimate 


friends and relatives of the president 
who were telegraphed for began to ar- 
rive and there assembled in the down 
steirs rooms of the 
Milburn house

Al! the cabinet officers were sum- 


moned at 3 a. m. Dr. W. W Johnston 
of Washington, who is at Portsmouth 
N. H., and Dr Janeway of New York, 
both celebrated heart specialists were 
summoned A celebrated heart spe- 
cialist who has been watching the 
bulletins closely, expressed the opin- 
ion that the extreme weakness of the 
heart was due to the shock of the first 
bullet, which struck 
the president's 


breastbone and had now manifested 
itself for the first time. 


The Rev. Dr. Corwin Wilson, who 


was once pastor of First Methodisi 
church.Canton.O.. where the president 
attended, was among those who callec 
at the house during the 
morning. 


When he left he said: "Yes. there is 
hope for the president. His brothf-r 
tells me he is making the supreme 
fight of his life. I feel most deeply 
for the president, for at Canton in by 
gone days I was his pastor, and truly 
know his noble character."

It was found that the solid 
food given Thursady has not passo-1 
through the stomach and that a ca- 
thartic would have to be given. Then 
came the reaction. 
The physicians 


gave a saline solution but in very 
small Quantities and used some digi- 
talis, but also in small quanities. They 
did not want to use any more artificial 
means than absolutely necessary. The 
results so far are good and the presi- 
dent is sleeping, watched by Drs. Rix- 
ey. Park and Stockton. In other re- 
spects the president is doing well." 


The president continued perfectly 


conscious despite his extreme weak- 
ness.

At 1:30 o'clock the president was 


still asleep and the heart action was 
sufficiently strong to justify the phy-

The lowering of the pulse to 123 


was considered the most encouraging 
feature of the afternoon bulletin, but 
the statement that he was better than 
"at i he same hour yesterday" necessi- 
tated explanation in view of the ex- 
tremely serious and dangerous condi- 
tion of the president. The explana- 
tion given was that the accumulation 
of undigested food in the stomach had 
at that time become as rank as pto- 
maine and that a bolus of calomel and 
oil had to be given. It was exceed- 
ingly drastic. When the relief came 
exhaustion followed. 


Dr. Mynter was the first physician 


to leave the afternoon conference anc 
he seemed more hopeful than earlier 
in the day. To the newspaper men he 
sa;d: 
"The president 
is somewhat 


improved and. the prospect is more 
hopeful. He is taking some nourish 
ment including clam broth. There is 
no danger that he will starve to death. 
Six days is not long, and now very 
little food does 
him. I feel better 


about the case."' 


"The main trouble is the heart

morning President McKinley'* spirit, 
which had for a week been hovering 
over the brink of eternity, took Its 
flight. The end was calm. The dead 
president had been in an unconsicous 
condition since 8 p. m. His hist 
conscious hour on earth was spent 
with the wife to whom he devoted a 
lifetime of care. He died unattended 
by a minister of the gospel, but bis 
last words were an humble submission 
to the will of the God in whom he be- 
lieved- He was reconciled to the cruel 
fate to which an assassin's bullet had 
condemned him, and faced death in 
the same spirit of calmness and poise 


I which has marked his long and hon- 
; orable career. His last conscious 
j words, reduced to writing by Dr. 
j Mann, who stood at his bedside when, 
I they were uttered, were as follows; 


'. "Goodby. all. goodby. It IB God's way. 
His will be done." 


• 
His relatives and the members of 


his official family were at tbe Milburn 
bouse except Secretary "Wilson, who 
did not avail himself of the opportu- 
nity. Some others of his personal 
and political friends also took leave 
of him. This painful ceremony was 
simple. His friends came to the door 
of the sick-room, took a longing 
glance at him and turned tearfully 
away. He "was practically unconscious 
during this time. But the powerful 
heart stimulants, including oxygen, 
were employed to restore him to con- 
sciousness for bis final parting with 
tis wife. He asked for her and she 
sat at his side and held his hand. He 
consoled her and bade her goodby. 
She went through the 
heart-trying 


scene with uie same bravery and for- 
titude with which she has borne the 
grief of the tragedy which ended his 
life. 


Tbe immediate cause of the presi- 


dent's death is undetermined. His 
physicians will possibly require an 
autopsy to fix the exact cause. The 
president's remains will be taken to 
Washington and there will be a state 
fuaeraL 
Vice President 
Roosevelt, 


who now succeeds to the presidency, 
may take the oath of office wherever 
he happens to hear the news. 
The 


cabinet will, of course, resign in a 
body, and President Roosevelt 
will 


have an opportunity of forming a. new 
cabinet if he so desires. 


The Oread Tidings.

Night of Anguish Spent at the Mil- 


burn Home. 


Buffalo, 
Sept 
14.—(Midnight.)— 


President McKinley is slowly dying. 
Secretary Cortelyou at this hour 
sent this 
dreadful 
announcement 


from the house. At the same time Dr. 
Mynter. who had just come from the 
sick room, said there was hardly any 
palse left and the body was getting 
cold, although the president's vitality j 
was strong- But he might die at any 
moment. The extremities are now cold 
with the approach of death. 


The last sad offices about the bed- 


side have been said, and the president 
has again lapsed into unconsciousness 
after a brief period of consciousness. 
During bis conscious moments Mrs. 
McKinley was brought iato the cham- 
ber and there was an affecting fare- 
well. Members of the cabinet, one by 
one, saw the president momentarily 
and there was a hushed exchange. 
Then the president softly chanted a 
hymn. Just before he lapsed into un- 
consciousness he begged the doctors 
to let him die. At 9:40 every one 
within the houtc, r.i:j in the great 
crowd outside is i.-.raiting tbe an- 
nouncement of the end. 


The president in bis last period of 


consciousness, which ended about 7:40. 
chanted the words of the hymn "Near- 
er My God to Thee.~ and his last audi- 
ble conscious words as taken down 
by Or. Mann at the bedside were: 
"Good-bye, all; goad-bye. It is God's 
way. 
His will lx. done." 


Lost Consciousness. 


Then bis mind began to wander and 


sor>n he completely lost consciousness. 
His life was prolonged for hoars by 
the administration of oxygen, and the 
president anally expressed a desire to 
be allowed to die. About S:30 the ad- 
ministration of oxygen ceased and the 
puise grew fainter and fainter. 
He 


was sinking grartimiiy. like a i-hiiti. 
into the eternal slumber. By 10 o'clock 
the pulse could no longer be felt in his 
extremities, and they grow cold. 


With strained and tear-stained faces 


members ol the cabinet were grouped 
la anxious waiting. Tney knew the 
ent: was near and that tbo time had 
come when they must see blm for the 
last time on earth.

Root, Secretary Hitchcock and Attor- 
ney General Knox.

dispatches were sent saying that the 
end had come. These were speedily 
set at rest by an official statement 
from within the house that the report 
of death were groundless, and that the 
president still iived. 


Coroner Wilson said that he bac 


been ordered by the district attorney 
of the county to go to the Milburn res- 
idence as soon as possible after the 
announcement of death. He had seen 
a reputable local paper issued with 
the announcement that the presideni 
died at 11:06 p. m., and had hurried 
up so there would be no delay in re 
moving the «uy. He was very much 
chagrined wb,en Dr. Mann met him at 
the door aad told him that his serv 
ices were not required and that he 
would be notified when he was want 
ed. Dr. Mann said that me president 
was still alive, and that Dr. Janeway 
was examining the heart action. There 
was really no hope, but they did no 
desire gruesome anticipation. 


All the evening those who had has 


tened here as fast as steel and steam 
could carry them continued to arrive 
They drove up in

Roosevelt's Action. 


Washington. Sept. 14.—Intelligence 


of the death of President McKjaley 
came as a crushing blow to the na- 
tion's capital. JCowbere, perhaps, had 
the citizens been so full of confidence 
in the ultimate recovery of their be- 
loved president, and the buoyant bul- 
letins of the past week from the tick 
bed cad lulled them into a false sense 
of security which made the shock ter- 
rible when the news that tbe Buffalo 
tragedy would have a fatal ending 
came to thc-m. The bulletin boards 
were surrounded by crowds waiting in 
suppressed excitement for the latest 
word from the Milburn home, and nu- 
merous newspaper extras were eager- 
ly snapped up. 
Little work was done 


in the great executive departments, 
as at the slightest excuse the clerk~ 
dropped their pens and turned io talk 
in smaH. awe-stricken groups of the 
chances that their chief magistrate 
bad against death in the gallant strug- 
gle he was making in the far-away 
city on tbo lake.
